““There will be no hops picked in 
California during the season of 1914 
unless the following demands are met 
with,” is the ultimatum of the “strike 
committee.’’ The demands are: 

That Ford and Suhr be given a new 
trial and their cases dismissed. 

For a minimum wage for hop- 
pickers of $1825 per hundred. 

Free tents for pickers. 

Free water in the fields. 

Extra men to assist women pickers 
in loading baskets on wagons. 

Certain general sanitary conditions 
in the fields. | 

No bonus payments. 

High pole climbers. 

Widespread agitation has com- 
menced with a view of perfecting a 
boycott by the time the hop-picking 
season opens in the fall. 

During the past seasons the great 
army of hop-pickers, men, women and 
children, who have gone into the lelds 
of Yuba county in the vicinity of 
Marysville. Wheatland and Wood- 
land, have been recruited from all 
parts of the state. I. W. W. agitators 
have sought from time to time to or- 
ganize the workers. Last August 
occurred the tragic riot on the Durst 
brothers’ ranch near Wheatland, 
when a posse of officers, headed by 
Sheriff Voss and District Attorney 
Manwell and two others, were slain. 
Subsequently “Blackie” Ford and 
Herman D. Suhr were arrested and 
tried for the, murder. They were 
tried before Superior Judge Daniels, 
found guilty and sentenced to life 
imprison mekt.
